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Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendment filed on 01/1 1/2008 will not be entered because it raises 
new issues with regards to claims 16 and 17. The final rejection objected to 
claims 2-8 where claim 2 depended upon claim 1 , thus, the issues of merging 
claim 2 into claims 16 and 17 requires additional work. As an example consider 
claim 16 which is an apparatus claim. The proposed language to be added to 
claim 16 is in the paragraph that claims a "third logic means". A third logic 
means invokes means plus function language requiring an analysis of the 
"means" for performing the proposed function and determining which "means" 
performs the proposed function. As another example consider claim 17 which is 
a computer readable storage medium including a processing program, stored 
thereon, to cause a computer to make a video processing apparatus perform the 
claimed processes including the proposed additional processes. The 
specification at page 17 lines 16-18 does not covey that a computer makes a 
video processing apparatus perform the proposed additional claim processes.
